11. HOGSETT-' WORKER SAFETY ON THE FARM" DAY ONE; FARM 
MANAGEMENT AS IT RELATES TO SAFETY INCLUDING ECONOMICS. 
THE LARGE FARM SAFETY DIRECTOR, COVERING: ACCIDENT PRE- 
VENTION PROGRAMS, ANALYSIS, MOTIVATION AND ENGINEERING. 

THE FARM SUPERVISOR COVERING: RULES ENFORCEMENT, PERSONAL 
PROTECTIVE EQUIPMENT AND ACCIDENT INVESTIGATION. THE 

FARM WORKER, COVERING: MOTIVATION, HUMAN FACTORS AND
